14. His Highness the Maharao Baja Sahib Bahadur suffered a great 
loss by the untimely demise of his brother-in-law His Highness Maharaja 
Sir Sirdar Singhji Bahadur of Jodhpur who died on the 20th March 1911.

15. His Most Gracious Majesty the King Emperor expressed an intention 
■of holding a Darbar at Delhi in honour of his Coronation and arrangements 
were therefore taken in hand for the purpose.

Political relations. 

17. ’ The relations betAveen the Darbar and the Supereme Government 
have been of the same cordial and friendly nature as ever, and the Darbar 
acknowledge with great gratitude the assistence and advice received at the 
hands of the Government and its officers. 

18. During the year under report the Hon’ble Mr. E, G. Colvin/ 
C. S. I. , continued to hold the office of the Agent Governor General in 
Bajputana throughout the year. 

Major A. B. Drummond held the office of the Political Agent^ 
Haraoti & Touk, upto Ist March 1911 when the charge of that high office was 
taken by Major H. B- Peacock, Avho is still' bolding the office. 

All these officers evinced deep interest in theAvelfare of the State and ’ 
did all in their power to help it. The State tenders its grateful thanks to them.

the Military purposes according to necessity. 

The Infantry are armed with Smooth-bore Musrle loading Musket® 
■and bayonets, the Cayalry with Smooth-bore Muzzle loading Carbinea* 
swords and lances and the Artillery-men with swords. 

Police. 

M. Vazir Mohemmed continued to hold office of the Superintendent 
of Police throughout the! year. 

The Police are divided into two sections ( 1 ) City Police ( 2 ) 
District Police. The City Police keeps a watch over bad characters, guards 
and maintains order in <the city while the District Police which is composed 
of 1 4 Thanas ( Police stations) is responsible for guarding cummunications, 
affording protection to travellers; and keeping peace and order in the mofussil.

The ratio of the Police to area and population of the State comes 
to one , Police-man for 3190 square mileS and for 41119 persons.

39. No particular difficulty was experienced in the matter of extradition 
for want of reciprocity on the part of any State. 

40. JRules of Extradition framed by Colonel Wyllie were observed for 
a major portion of the year under review between the States of Tonk and 
Bundi, as agreed upon by the both States, for one year as a trial but as 
there happened no case necessitating the application of those rules, the utility 
<of the same could not be known.

Prison- 

41. There is only one Central Jail at Bundi which stands in a healthy 
locality one mile off on the southern outskirts of the city. 

42. It contains two separate wards, one for males and the other for 
females and is commodious and well-ventilated, c<npahle of holding 149 persons 
at the rate of 648 .cubic feet for each man. 

43. The Jail was not inspected by any officer of the Government during 
the year under re'uew. 
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44, The health and chaTacter of prisoners remained satisfactory through- 
out the year. 

45. There has been no mortality among the jail population nor has there 

been any complaint of ill-treatment or transgression of Jail rules or insubordina- 
tion. , - , 

46.. The management of the Jail is conducted under the management of 
the Foreign Member of the State Council. 

47. Appendix XIII fihow'ing information with regard to prisoners in the 
Jail and Kotwali look-up is herewith 'attaelied . 

48. The number ,of, persona treated in the Hospital attached to the 
Jail and Kotwali is shown in Appendix XXIII attached herewith.
